"WASHINGTON NOTES. 


How Soldiers, Having Served Their 
Time, May Be Retired. __ 

WASHINGTON, May 4.— [By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| The Major-General com- 
manding the army has published for general 
information the army regulations, as 
amended, concerning the retirement of en- 
Histéd men. In brief, they provide for a 
combination of service in the army and 
marine corps in making up the 30-year 
period required for retirement; for the pay- 
ment to retired men of three-fourths of 
their full pay without deduction or “re- 
tained pay,” but with a deduction of 121 
cents monthly for the support of the Sol- 
diers’ Home. Retired men will not be 
entitled to any increase of reénlistment pay 
beyond what has accrued to the date of 
retirement, nor to commutation for fuel. 

Subsistence and clothing will be three- 
fourths of the allowance to men on duty.

THE FRENCH REVOLUTION. 
May 5th, 1789, was the date of one of 
the most important events in modern 
history, the meeting of the States- Gen- 
eral of France, which was the com- 
mencement of the French revolution.

No father 
was ever a sentimentalist whose daugh- 
ter suffered violence from some brute. 
Sentimentalism is only compatible with 
an outrage on somebody else. We are 
glad that the judges of our courts see 
society in all the relations of wrong do- 
ing. There are times when the best of 
humanity experience a comfortable sat- 
isfaction at the supremacy of justice. 
An English judge at Bristol, not long 
ago, regretted that he could not add 
the lash to the punishment of five 
years’ transportation which he inflicted ‘ 
upon a ruffian guilty of assaulting a 
child; and at Liverpool Mr. Justice 
Charles gave three prisoners, who had 
robbed and brutally assaulted a wo- 
man, 15 lashes with the cat, in addition 
to six months’ imprisonment. That 
judge will have the respect of the men

of society depend.
